Ghost Face and her daughter, Emily, 
lived alone at an isolated spot on 
Little White river, on the northern 
border of the reservation, the husband 
and father having died some time 
ago.

awoke the inmates by tapping on tl-.e 
window. 
Tbe 
mother 
arose 
svnd 


asked the unknown what was wanted. 
The reply of Walking Shield was that 
he was hungry and wanted to pass

_nelr roof. The woman, true to the 
customary Indian hospitality, dressed 
herself, unlocked the door and had 
started to walk away when Walking 
Shield entered the room. 
Without 


giving the occupants of the little 
cabin the slightest warning he shot 
the mother twice in the back of tbe 
head with a double-barreled shotgun 
wnfcb he carried, scattering her bratus 
about the room. He then assaulted 
the terrified girl and when he left 
the place ne compelled the girl to ac- 
company him. After several hours 
she succeeded in making her escajx?.

I threw 
four at the king, and be threw the 
same number at me. I Lave them in 
my trunk us keepsakes and treasure 
thein highly. I again met tbe king at 
a royal gardec party. I was with B 
party of Spanish people, and our car- 
riage stopped in front of the royal box. 
Although a boy, the king shows great 
ilijiTntty in public, but at the Sower fes- 
tival this was all abandoned, and he 
was a child again.

uioniiug the king arose at 0 


o'clock and surprised his soldiers by 
ordering out the guard. He was much 
Incensed at nndiug a lack of military 
order at this early hour and warned 
the officers that they would have to be 
more strict In the future. T:he king U 
as bright H boy as I have ever seen, 
and there le no truth Lu the storle«that 
be bus a weak mind or treats his moth- 
er cruelly. 


"In Spain b<- is belli up to all boys an 


tlie esampii.' of \vhat a lad should be 
to bis inothpr. Time and again I gaw 
the queen mother and her royal son 
together. His manner toward her was 
charmingly gallant. 
He scetned a 


thousand times more anxion* that hon- 
or and recognition should be paid to 
his mother than to himself. 


"And 
he is fully sensitive to their af- 


f net Ion, for when tbe cheers would 
ring wildest there would often come a 
moisture in tbe boy king's eyes as he 
bowed. If ever a hnman being's eyes 
said anything, bis said that lie meant 
to be a good king to bis people."
